Mr. Annen 
is a man of superior intelligence, high stand- 
ing, and unimpeachable character, and he is 
thoroughly devoted to the best principles of 
polities and the purification of the public 
service. He will not only unite the entire 
Republican vote, but, owing to the low char- 
acter of his opponent, he will receive a very 
large Democratic vote. DuPage County, 
which gave a Kepublican majority of only

THE CAPITAL. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Noy. 2.—Col. 8. Taylor 
Suit has incurred a very great loss, and the 
country about Washington has been deprived of 
one of its finest suburban residences, in the 
destruction by an incendiary fire of the fine 
house at Suitland. Few persons who visit 
Washington know of the existence of the Town 
of Suitland. It is a small rural hamlet, situated 
upon the Maryland plateau, overlooking the 
Upper Potomac country and the Anacostia, 
about two miles and a half east of the Navy- 
Yard. Itis but one mile beyond the District 
line. It comprises about 3,000 acres of land, 
and is populated by some 300 souls. The little 
hamlet is named after the plantation of Mr. 
Suit, which, indeed, constitutes nearly all of the 
place. Mr. Suit, whose name is known to the 
drinkers of Kentucky whisky, has for a long 
time lived at this suburban retreat near Wash- 
ington, leading the life of an English landed 
Baron. His farm contained large orchards, 
fine grain fields, costly hot-houses, and a 
stock of blood and breed that would 
be the envy of any Kentucky gentleman. 
His orchard is five miles in circumference, con- 
taining every variety of fruit that can be raised 
in this region. In his vineyard there are 50,000 
vines, with an average annual crop of 300 tons. 
Attached to the farm is a hunting-park, two 
miles in circumference, with fine oaks and 
cypress groves, in which deer, elk, and all sorts 
of rare animals are found. Ope hundred hands 
are required annually to gatifer the fruit crop. 
The ordinary yield of tobacco is 100 hogsheaas. 
The tation is worked by about 100 n 
mostly from the lower counties of Maryland. 
They are all provided with neat and comforta- 
ble houses. During the otiation ofgthe 
treaty with England, Earl De Grey and Sir 
Stafford Northcote were frequent visitors at this 
country seat. The residence itself, which was 
destroyed, cost about $50,000, and was filled 
with choicest géms of art. Mr. Suit has 
been a Republican in r and has, conse- 
quently, been as much of an anomaly in his 
political opinions as his fine estate been 
excep in the somewhat barren Maryland 


Plains. No clew to the incendiary has yet been

THE FUTURE OF THE ADELPHI. 

Mr. Haverly bas formeda partnership with 
Tony Denier, Who will hereafter be the Director 
and Manager of the Adelphi Theatre. It is to 
be hoped that the change is not meredy one of 
name, but indicates the gdoption of mew princi- 
ples of management. The people of Chicago 
have ever been well-disposed towards the Adel- 
phi Theatre.

Scenes on the Field of Battle—The Brutal 


Teiegraph 
writes from the Turkish army headquarters as 
follows: “I 8 wee on the previous day, 
the most of the killed wounded of Sunday 
night bad been removed.
